CANADA AFIER THE COQUITLARN,
Every Means Being Taken to Secure the
Releasa of the Steamer.

WasHINGTON, July 20.—A short time
ago the Cansdian Government, through the
the British Charge d’ Aflaires at Washington,
made formal application to Secretary Fos-
ter, of the State Department, for the re-
lease under bond of the British sopply
steamer Coquitlan, recently seized at Port
Etchez, Alaska, by the revenue steamer
Corwin, for violating United States cus-
toms regulations ip transferring her
eargo in Ameriean waters without a per-
mit. It is understood that tha Seere of
State has informed the representative of the
British Government that the request cannot
be complied with in its present form, forthe
reason that the vessel has been trans-
ferred to the custody of the United States
Marshal at Sitka, for proceeding under the
law, and the case is no longar within the
jnnsdlehluu of the executive branch of the

ment.

This position is taken, so it is said, on the
theory that the United States Court, before

ich the case has been presented. is now
tha sole tribunal to determine the question
of the vessel’s release under bond. Inas-
much as the Canadian autharities appear to
be determined to securs the relesss of the
Coquitlan as soon as ible, it is more
than they will institute legal pro-
ceedings to that end at the earliest oppor-
tunity. The impression here is that the
court will undoubtedly restore the vassel
to its owners on the giving of bonds suffi-
cient to meet all posmible penalties in the
event of conviction,
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
